GRANT'S REASONS. 

“Fo the House of Representatives: 

“House Bill 3341 is hereby re- 
turned without my for the 
reasons, first, that it appropriates 
from the Treasury a large sum of 
money at a time when the revenue 
is insufficient for current wants, and 
this proposal is a further drain on 
the Treasury. The issue of bonds, 
authorized by the bill to very large 
and indefinite amount, would seri- 
ously embarrass the refunding op- 
erations now progressing, whereby 
the interest of the bonded debt of 
the United States is being largely 


uced. 

“Secondly, I do not believe that 
any considerable portion of the ex- 
soldiers who, it is supposed, will be 
beneficiaries of this appropriation, 
are applicants for it, but, rather, it 
would result in a m e for the 
relief of claim agents and middle- 
men who would intervene to collect 
or unt the bounties granted by 
it. The passage of this bill at this 
time is inconsistent with the meas- 
ures of economy now demanded by 
the necessities of the country.

GOVERNORS OF FEDERAL RE- 


SERVE BANKS WILL OON- 
FER WITH RESERVE BOARD 


(EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, July 16.—Gov- 
ernors of the Federal reserve banks 
of the five chief cotton-producing 
sections have been summoned to 


Washington to confer with the Fed- 
eral. Reserve Board next Saturday 
on matters relative to the financ- 
ing of the cotton crop. The purpose 
is to formulate a uniform policy for 
handling cotton loans during the 
coming marketing season. 

The Federal reserve banks which 
will be represented at the confer- 
ence are those of Richmond, At- 
lanta, St. Louis, City and 
Dallas. 

Gov. W. F. G. Harding, of the 
Federal Reserve in announc- 
ing plans for the conference, said 
that the board has received nu- 
merous requests that it announce a 
general policy on cotton loans. As 
a result of these requests, it was 
considered advisable that the Ger- 
ernors of the five banks be invited 
to work out a uniform licy, which 
will assist in the orderly marketing 
of the cotton crop. 

Following an agreement upon 3 
general policy the action will be an- 
nounced by the various governors of 
the Federal reserve banks and the 
Federal Reserve Board will issue a 
statement giving its approval. In 
this manner assurance will be giv- 
en that rediscounts will be obtain- 
able at the Federal reserve banks in 
— rdance with the general pol- 

y.

PARENTS HAVE PLACE 
IN CURBING CRIME. 


fEXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO, July 16.—*Parents 
could spend a Wholesome half-day 
now and then thinking of their own 
responsibility for marshmallow 
brains, loose morals, delinquen 
and crime,” said Prof. Robert a 
Gault, lecturing ont “Curbing Crime” 
before Northwestern University 
students. 

“Parents cannot shove off upon 
the police, courts and crime com- 
mission their own responsibility for 
curbing and preventing crime. The 
problem is, in the main, two-fold. 
First, finding the children and 
youths that are especially likely to 
run into delinquency and crime and 
finding them so early in life that 
they may be put upon the right 
— means of restraint and 
ning. 

“Secondly, prompt and certain ap- 
prehension and punishment of the 
guilty are more efficacious as pre- 
centives of crime than severity. 
Those who say fear has no place in 
social control are wrong. Anybody 


| who lives in the light of common- 


sense knows that wholesome fear 
restrains many persons until habits 
are formed that make it unneces- 
sary to inspire fear of consequences.”

SAN FRANCISCO, July 16.—An 
armored automobile, equipped with 


two machine guns and protected by 
steel, one and one-half inches thick, 
is to be used by San Francisco po- 
lice in operating against thieves 
who work from automobiles, Chief 
of Police Daniel O'Brien announced 
here today.

Zion overlord, 
who has caused them to be fenced 
in with padlocked gates, so that the 
members of the independent faction 
are prevented from enjoying them, 
are charges made in a bill for in- 
junction against the Council of 
Waukegan today by proclamation of 
three residents, who filed the suit on 
behalf of themselves and all others 
similarly situated. 

The bill sets forth that, under 
the original plans of Dr. John A. 
Dowie, founder of the city, as is 
shown by an original plan, a large 
number of public parks were laid 
out and property was sold on the 
distinct understanding that the 
parks were to be a permanent fea- 
ture. Lots which adjoined these 
parks were sold for more than oth- 
ers because it was held that their 
value was enhanced by the pres- 
ence of the parks. 

In 1912 the autocratic Council, 
according to the bill, “conspiring 
and confederating with Voliva, 
passed a resolution saying that all 
parks in the city were the sole 
property of the said Voliva.” 

Since that time it is charged that 
the Mayor and police have forbidden 
and prevented members from enter- 
ing these parks on the ground that 
they are private property.

ITALIAN AVIATOR INVENTS 
FLYER WITH MOVABLE 
WINGS, NO RUDDER.

ROME, July 1¢.—An Italian avia- 
tor, who lives in Rome, has invent- 
ed a new type of monoplane, quite 
different from the existing up 
to the present.

Good whisky has become not only 
a social asset, to be hauled out at 
intimate little family reunions or 
consequential gatherings about the 
festive board, as the society report- 
er insists on writing it, but it has be- 
come good business. The director 
of this corporation reached down 
in his desk and produces Scotch for 
the director of that corporation who 
has called to see about the stock

The customer gets 
a drink, the stockholder a bottle 
and the patron a case. 

The drug store sells whisky on 
prescription only; there is no ques- 
tion about that. For the drugzist 
enjoys knowledge of chemicals that 
would enable him to make whisky, 
of a sort, if he cared to violate the 
laws; which, however, is unneces- 
sary for he may obtain the real 
thing to be dispensed for medical 
purposes only. This is where the 
physician, with his little pad and 
pencil comes in. Often he comes 
in the back door of the drug store, 
feels the patient's pulse and pre- 
cribes on the spot. This is a great 
convenience for the patient and also 
for the physician, who thus avoids 
wear and téar on his office furni- 
ture, if he has any. It is also handy 
for the careful druggist.

“As everybody has konwn since 
medical science was established by

$100 to $500. A preliminary hearing

The most interesting thing re- 
vealed by this investigation was not 
noncompliance with the law, how- 
ever, but rather the inadequacy of 
the law itself. For instance, it was 
found that there is a question 
whether the usury law passed in 
1918 applies to pawnbrokers, though 
the language of the measure is very 
broad and evidently intended to 
reach all classes of money-lenders. 


‘It is the opinion in some quarters 


that the 12 per cent provision is not 
binding where a chattel put up as 
security is kept by the lender, but 


special pawnbrokers’ law permitting 
an interest rate of 2 per cent per 
month, or 24 per cent a year. This 
pawnbrokers’ law was long 
before the 1918 usury law and is 
held not to conflict with the latter. 


AN OPEN QUESTION. 


It appears to be an open question, 
however, as to which of these two 
laws does govern the pawnbrokers, 
and the matter will probably not be 
decided until a test case is instituted. 

It was found further that the 1918 
ueury law contains a “joker” which 
enables money-lenders to make 
charges beyond the 12 per cent rate 
that cannot be construed as usury. 
There is a provision allowing certain 
fees for commission and the exam- 
ination of titles, under cover of which 
the loan men who do in fact come 
under the 12 per cent restriction tack 
on charges in addition to and consid- 
erably in excess of the interest the 
law allows, Hence, while these mon- 
ey-lenders are careful to charge in- 
terest only at the legal rate of 12 
per cent, the borrower finds that 
after he has paid all the extras on 
his loan the cost runs away beyond 
what the interest alone would figure 
out. 

In consequence of these peculiari- 
tles in the statutes many money-lend- 
ers whose charges at first glance 
seem extortionate and in violation 
of the Usury Act are in fact comply- 
ing with the law as they construe it, 
and it would be difficult if not impos- 
sible in many cases to enforce the 
provisions of that act against them 
as the law stands today. On the 
other hand, it goes almost without 
saying that there are also many loan 
men, particularly pawnbrokers, who 
apparently make no pretense of ob- 
serving any legal restraints whatever 
in their charges, and who ask any 
rate they think they can get away 
with. 
BIG INTEREST CHARGES. 

For instance, a case was called to 
the attention of The Times where a 
man on several oOccasiong within the 
last six months pawned clothing. 
each time securing a loan of $12. On 
each loan he was charged $2 for 
the first month and thereafter at the 

te of $2 a month. This figures out 
at the rate of 200 per cent a year 
or more than 16 per cent a month. 
This was, of course, an absolute vio- 
lation of the law and the borrower 
would have had a good case had he 
submitted his evidence to the City 
Prosecutor. 

In order to secure some first-hand 
information as to the charges made 
by various loan companies the writer 
called on a number of these concerns 
and asked to borrow money on his 
watch. At the first place visited, the 
proprietor, after giving the would- 
be borrower the once-over and ex- 
amining the watch with care offered 
to lend $8 on it. Questioned as to the 
interest, the loan man replied with 
studied carelessness that this was a 
mere trifie, only 50 cents a month.

Money-Lenders Force Unfortunates to Pay Many Times 
Maximum Legal Rate; “Joker” in Act Enables Lenders 
to Extract Title Fees and Fat Commissions.

It may be explained here that 
from three to six months is the time 
for which pawnbrokers’ loans are 
usually outstanding, and the con- 
tention of the loan men ig that they 
can't do business except at high 
rates in dealing with small amounts 
loaned for such. brief periods. 
Moneylenders who aim to comply 
with the law are said to make it a 
rule to charge a minimum initial 
fee of 25 cents as a sort of retainer 
or commission on small loans, to 
which ig added 2 per cent a month 
on the amount involved. 

COLLECTED IN ADVANCE. 

The first month's interest plus this 
inftia] fee is always collected In ad- 
yance. On this basia the first 
on $8 would be 
ohly 41 cents and thé charges there 
after 16 cents a month. So it means 
the man who quoted 50 cents was 
not observing this alleged rule nor 
was any other pawnbroker found 
who did so. 

The experience in the first pawn- 
shop were repeated in others, with 
but slight variations, except in the 
matters of rates.

the prosecution being dropped. Most 
borrowers are interested only in get- 
ting back the amcunt of which they 
have been illegally deprived, and 
when this is forthcoming they are 
content to let the law violator go 
unpunished. 

It happens sometimes, however, 
that a money-lender who has gone 
beyond all bounds in his extortions 
gets what is coming to him. Many 
readers will no doubt recall a case 
of this kind which took place some 
time ago. A loan shark was on the 
point of selling the home of a widew 
who had two sons in the service. 
This woman had been paying an ex- 
orbitant rate of interest for a long 
time, and when she could no longer 
meet the rapaciotis money-lender's 
demands, he advertised her house 
for sale at public auction. The 
Times printed the story, with the 
result that a crowd gathered on the 
date set for the sale of the property, 
ang the loan man was threatened 


with lynching. Not only was he 
forced to relinquish his claim to the 
house, but he also had to restore 
the amount he had collected in ex- 
cess of the legal rate of interest, be- 
sides losing his license. 

“FULL OF GRIEF.” 

Persons familiar with the money- 
lending game from the pawnbroker’s 
angle will tell you it’s full of grief. 
Among other pestiferous things, 
these loan men are required to sub- 
mit a daily report to the Police De- 
partment showing every item of 
merchandise they have taken in dur- 
ing the preceding twenty-four hours. 
| These reports serve a double pur- 
pose. They keep the police informed 
ct the daily doings of every pawn- 
shop in tewn and are also of as- 
sistance to the department in its ef- 
forts to locate stolen property. 

TRACE THIEVES’ LOOT: 

‘A thief who gets away with a 
stolen article usually goes to the 
nearest pawnbroker the first thing 
to dispose of the loot. When the 


perturbed owner reports the theft 
to the police, the pawnbrokefts’ re- 
ports are immediately consulted, 
and a great number of cases the 
property is located.

by an individual or a corporation or 
a partnership, but allows the same 
work to be done on seven days of 
the week if the business is con- 
ducted by a benevolent, fraternal, 
religious or patriotic society, at- 
tempts to make a_classification, not 
based upon any intrinsic, natural or 
constitutional distinction. If those 
engaged in the occupations, or if 
the public in general will suffer a 
detriment if the business is con- 
Gucted on all seven days of the 
week, that detriment would, of ne- 
cessity, be as great whether the 
business ia conducted by an indi- 
vidual, a firm, a corporation, or a 
society, and cannot be altered or 
lessened because of the motive by 
reason of which the business is kept 
open, or because of the object for 
which it is conducted. In other 
words, I fail to see any distinction 
upon which a separate classification 
can be made, whereby the same en- 
tertainment or performance may 
lawfully be given on all seven days 
of the week, by a religious, benevo- 
lent, fraternal, patriotic or charit- 
able society, but may be given on 
only gix days of the week by anv 
one else” 
DECISION QUOTED. 


He quotes from a decision in a 
similar case, as follows: 

“It is not in the power of the 
legislative department to deprive 
any of the people ot the enjoyment 
of equal privileges under the law. 
Nor can any city be permitted to 
exercise tyrannical powers. The or- 
dinance ig unreasonable because it 
prohibits what, in general, is per- 
fectly lawful; it reaches and paas- 
es the limits of the city’s police 
powers.“ 

Judge Burnell has issued an in- 
junction, restraining the city of 
Pomona from enforcing the ordi- 
nance pending the determination of 
the action in this court. The bond 
required by the injunction was 
placed at $1000. 


“TIMES” EDITORIAL 
PRAISED BY JUDGE. 


FEDERAL JURIST USES THE 
OPINION IN INSTRUCTING 
JURY ON DRY LAW. 


U. 8. District Judge Sawtelle of 
Arizona, in impaneling a term trial 
jury in Judge Trippet’s department 
last week, took occasion to praise the 
opinion expressed in an editorial in 
The Times of June 30. Under the 
title “Evils of Nullification” the edi- 
torial declared it the duty of courts 
and juries to enforce the Eighteenth 
Amendment whether or not individ- 
uals might approve of prohibition, 
the point taken being that the law 
had been duly authorized and that 
the only way in which good citizen- 
ship could avoid enforcement was 
by repealing the law. 

Judge Sawtelle was giving the new 
jury advice on the question of en- 
forcement of all laws when he de- 
clared that his opinion coincided 
exactly with that expressed in The 
Times editorial. He said there was 
no power so potent to create a 
healthy public sentiment on any gub- 
ject as the press, and he praised the 
sense of good citizenship evidenced 
by the editorial. 

The judge indulged the hope that 
the jury would not forget that the 
liquor laws are to be enforced with 
the same zeal as the inquiry into any 
violation of the law.

IS THIS THE REASON 
AMERICA'S SO DRY? 
Do you use mote than sugar 
or more war than t?” 


Confronted by this quéstion, thé 
average citizen probably would say, 
“Sugar, of course!" 

Yet it appears from recent 
ports that there were used fast 
130 pounds of salt for every 
tant in the United States as 
108 pounds of sugar. 

There were 5.207.776 tons of gu- 


gar in the national sugar bow! and 
6,217,473 tons of salt in the national 


salt cellar. 

The apparent mystery deepens 
when the industrial uses of sugar 
and salt are compared. According 
to the Federal trade informatien 
service salt, in addition to its culi- 
nary uses, plays a part in packing 
meat, curing fish, dairying, refrig- 
erating. preserving, glazing. enam- 
eling. curing hides, making pickles, 
salting live stock and in chemiral 
processes such as 8 soda 
ash and caustic 

The uses of sugar * more multi- 
Sugar, aside from its ob- 
vious table uses, is employed in pre- 
serving, canning, cooking, pastry, 
syrup, ice cream, chocolate, fer- 
mentation (in the form of mo- 
lasses), soft drinks, condensed milk. 
crackers, bread, tobacco, chewing 
proprietary medicines, soap 
and silvering mirrors. 

Yet, despite the diversity of uses 
of sugar, the tonn of salt con- 
sumed is greater. f we think of 
salt not as the white substance 
which we shake over roast beef but 
as sodium chloride, we may find the 
answer. 

Salt is a general chemicei and it 
is used in tremendous quantities in 
large scale chemical operations. Su- 
gar also is a chemical—but it is 
used in few purely chemical pra- 
cesses. 

The savor of salt usually is ab- 
sent from the finished products in 
the operations which involve salt, 
but the sweetness of sugar almost 
always is retained. In most con-

fectionery there is about 47 per cent 


of pure sugar. 
he actual sugar content may 
range up to 85 per cent because 
many of the other ingredients, such 
as chocolate, fruits. molasses con- 
tain substantial percentages of su- 
gar.—l[American Sugar Bulletin.

GRASS MORE ABUNDANT IN| _ 


STATE THAN FOR THIRTY 
YEARS PAST. 


SALEM (Or.) July 17.—Feeding 
conditions on the Oregon ranges are 
now better than for thirty years, and 


not since the days of the early set- 
tlers have the hills and deserts pro- 
duced such an abundance of grass 
as this season. This was the state- 
ment made here by Dr. W. H. Lytle, 
State Veterinarian, following his re- 
turn from the mouth of the Colum- 
bia River, Eastern and Central 
Oregon and other live-stock sections 
of the State. 

“A tour of the Eastern Oregon 
countries bordering on Nevada has 
convinced me that tons and tons of 
hay will go ungathered,” said Dr. 
Lytie. At Paisley one thrifty 
homesteader was cutting hay be- 
tween the sage, while in other sec- 
tions of the State I found similar 
operations. A reseeding of the 
range will automatically take place 
and there should be an abundance of 
feed during the next few years. 

“Oregon's range difficulties started 
with high-priced hay and short 
grass. This year the problem con- 
fontine the live-stock raisers is to 
secure animals in sufficient numbers 
to eat the feed. The interior stock- 
man has emerged from the recent 
winter with the lowest overhead ex- 
penses in many years, and naturally 
feels joyous because of the prospec- 
tive bumper lamb and caif crop. 
Wool is long in staple and good in 
quality, and everything is satisfac- 
tory with the exception of the price. 

“Shearing la now well under way 
in the high deserts of Eastern Ore- 
gon and as a result of the abundance 
of feed the sheep owners are taking 
their time in getting back to the 
forest reserves.”

looming censorship. No waste. No 
preventable loss. 

One appreciates at once why Bin 
has been both an artistic and finan- 
clal success. He has his head 
screwed on the right way round. 
Any ambitious, yearnful, self-expres- 
gion that may be his is nicely tem- 
pered with a proper regard for mar- 
kets, vogues, popular moods and re- 
form bogies. 

And his chief subject of conversa- 


tion just now is that ng cen- 
sorship. 
“Every artist, every writer, every 


sculptor, every magazine and every 
newspaper must fight this censorship 
with all their being,” said Mr. Hart 
in hig best protector-of-the-arts role. 
“Otherwose it will blight every form 
of creative work, reduce art to 
mediocrity, victimize and penalize 
every form of artistic progress.” 
Do Bill Hart's pictures then come 
within the blight of State Censor- 
ships in spite of their inevitable 
good morais? They do. Pennsyl- 
vania, it appears, banned his late 
ture, “The Whistle,” which will 
shown at Grauman's Rialto to- 
day for the first time. They banned 
it because they thought it en- 
couraged class hatred—capital and 
labor stuff—but at the moment Bill 
breathes again because he has +uc- 
ceeded in convincing them that it 
is the story of two men's lives. iwo 
men who happen to be respectively 
‘boss and employee, but could jus. 
as well have been policemen and 
‘fireman as far as the plot of the 
story ig concerned. So the ban has 
just been raised. But, as Bill says, 
this petty State censorship is a per- 
petual menace, a perpetual struggle 
‘against unintelligent ultimatums that 
differ in every State and cannot 
bly represent a general public 


opinion at all. 
| Bill's other three pictures to be 


shown in due while he is 
resting are “Three-Word Brand,” 
which he describes as a clever story 
bought from an unknown writer 
(amateur photoplaywrights will be 
interested in this) and “White Oak 
and ‘‘Travellin’' On — both stories 
written by himself. Bill says he 
nearly always has to write his own 
stories because he specializes chief- 
ly in Western stuff, faithfully por- 
trayed according to his own know- 
ledge of frontier life gained as a 
boy, of which the heroes ure actu- 
ally drawn from life—and the ev- 
erage scenarioist appears to be hope- 
lessiy unfamiliar with these condi- 
tions.

LONDON, June 15.—If revolution 
comes in England its Red angel may 
be not a daughter of the people, but 
one of this country’s most famous 
duchesses. 

Don't laugh! The ‘revolutionary 
outbreak most likely to occur in this 
country would not be one of the 
masses. bent on overturning the mon- 
archv and proclaiming a soviet re- 
public, but a revolt of the so-called 
upper classes, who are growing more 
and more restive under the crushing 
taxation which, as Gordon Selfridge, 
the great American- British merchant 
prince, is reported here to have told 
a tathering of business men in Bal- 
timore recently, threatens to im- 
poverish them to such an extent as 
to compel] them—hideous — 
to work for their living.

About $500,000 will be spent on 
the building, exclusive of the equip- 
ment. The principal feature of the 
building is to be the great audito- 
rium, which, together with a bal- 
cony extending around three sides 
of the room, will have a seating ca- 
pacity for about 2500 people. Pro-

when it is needed, increasing the 
seating capacity to more than 3000. 

The new church will be of class 
A steel and concrete construction. 
with the exterior and the interior 
carried out in the English Gothic 
style of architecture. Terra cotta 
will be used extensively in the ex- 
terior finish, while the interior 
throughout will be finished in hard- 
woods. The church property has a

“Prominent in this werk has been 
the revision of all soning legisiation 
and the extending of it to include 
newly acquired territory. Of even 


greater importance has been the con-

The accept- 
ance of hundreds of new subdivi- 
sions beth within and without the 
corporate limits of the city has al- 
60 presented numerous problems. 
“In dealing with the subject of 
zoning. experience demonstrated 
that the existence of arbitrary 
boundary lines prevented carrying 
the safeguards of zoning to certain 
territories equally entit to such 
protection but outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the city. Im the case of ad- 
joining municipalities, it was dem- 
onstrated that great danger existed 
in the possible conflict of regula- 
tions imposed by different cities. Of 


of the fact that, with Los Angeles 
zoned, adjoining cities which were 
unzoned would in effect be placed 
in the same category as the unre- 
stricted area of Los Angeles. That 
these incongruous conditions might 
be obviated, it was early recognized 
that a unified effort on the part of 
all municipalities within the Great- 
er Los Angeles district as well as 
county territory should combine 
under some pian in the administra- 
tion of these zoning problems. 

“The same necessity presented K 
self in the matter of subdivisions. Of 
prime consideration in accepting sub- 
divisions is the matter of reguiat- 
ing street layout. It is re 
ceivable how two adjoin 
might exercise their control very 
wisely within their own limits and 
at the same time make no provision 
for an adequate connection where 
their boundaries join. This planiess 
method is even more apt to occur 
where munieipalities at present are 
entirely separated but in the future 
undoubtedly be physically connected 
by solidly built up territory. Here 
again the need was for a 
unified planning in the acceptance of 
subdivisiona.

“Always an important factor in

“Fan belt must have proper ten- 
gion. If fan rotates freely by hand, 
slipping on belt, slack should be tak- 
en up unt belt grips pulley and 
fan will not sp hand. Belt 
should not be too t, however, as 
that will cause undhe wear on fan 
spindle bearing. It is better to re- 
place an old belt that requires fre- 
quent tightening than to try and 
keep it in service. The fan plays a 
most important part in cooling. 

“Leaks around water pump stuf- 
finng boxes can usually be stopped by 
tightening stuffing box nuts, but in 
time new packing will be necessary. 
Always use graphite cking. Or- 
dinary candle wick g will not 
last. 


“The motometer will indicate 
when trouble exisits in cooling sys- 
tem or need off lubricating oil.

the food and waits for more. If he were 
to be allowed to leave the nest he would 
lose flesh. Usually he is a month old when 
he is shipped to market, that is, if his 
younger brother or sister or both have not 
arrived to push him out. In that case he 
goes to market anyway, but doesn’t weigh 
80 much. 


Each par of Mr. Sanderson’s pigeons 
raises at least eight or nine pairs of squabs 
a year, and some pairs raise actually one 
pair of squabs for every month in the year. 
There is no especially quiet time in the 
squab business and the market pays good 
prices, since the squab is a rich man's food. 

Mr. Sanderson says he could have a 
ready market for 2000 squabs a week if he 
had the birds to fill the orders. They ship 
by express on Tuesday. The birds arrive 
destination in three days and in not over 
a week the check comes back to the ship- 
per, 

In preparing the birds for market a 
knife is used on them once. That is when 
a small, sharp, pointed knife is inserted in 
the roof of the mouth just before the head 
is inserted in the top of a glass jar in a 
rack conveniently placed against the wall. 
Here the bird is left until he bleeds to 
death and so finishes his life as quietly as 
he has lived. The Sandersons have five of 
these jgrs in the rack and kill five birds at 
a time, as that is the number they can get 
picked before they get cold if but one per- 
son works at it. The birds are never 
scalded, but always dry picked. They can 
be picked very easily and quickly. Mrs. 
Sanderson says she can manage eleven 
nicely in an hour. 

After a squab is bled and picked, its bill 
is held open under a faucet and the bird 
is filled with water. It is then inverted 
and squeezed gently and, having been 
brought in the day before and fed nothing 
for twenty-four hours, this process leaves 
it clean inside. It is then singed and 
washed in cold water and placed in the ice 
box until the next day, when it is shipped 
away in a box packed with ice. Twenty- 
five per cent is allowed for the weight of 
the ice in shipping charges, which helps a 
lot. Indeed, the shipping charges are not 
at all things to worry over. 


The houses in which the birds are kept 
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ing, even with the object of becoming a 
farmer, I would not choose a course in agri- 


culture,” which I believe is an exception 
rather than a rule with the graduates from 
our colleges of agriculture. 

Mr. Benson has done some excellent work 
in agriculture and I will admit that he prob- 
ably learned more about fruit growing in 
his experiences in practical work at Ban- 
ning than he could obtain at a college of 

culture, as it would make the courses 
too long to go into all the details of every 
line of farming, and it is a question if re 
sults would justify such procedure. 

The universities endeavor to give to the 
students the basis for sound and permanent 
agriculture, train them to interpret scien- 
tific information and connect it with every- 
day practice, give them all the information 
found useful in agriculture throughout all 
ages, and the latest findings in the fieids of 
research. It deavors to give them in 
four years what it took their fathers a life- 
time to learn, together with what they did 
not learn, but what others have learned. 

To the man who is to practice farming 
the university course in agriculture is a 
valuable asset and although it may not pay 
him in so many dollars and cents, it * — 
his farm life more interesting, more con- 
nected with the other sciences, and gives 
him a rock foundation upon which to build 
a successful farm life. is course in agri- 
culture helps him to interpret government 
bulletins and other scientific information. 
There are so many farm journals and other 
kinds of farm information written these 
days that a farmer must be able to discrimi- 
nate between what he can use, and what he 
can afford not fo use. So many of our farm 
writers are the socalled swivelchair“ 
farmers who never raise anything but their 
hats that our farmers will become over- 
whelmed unless they are farming on.a solid 
foundation. They may obtain this either 
from bitter experience or from hard work 


in the courses given in our agricultural col-| STRA 
leges. 


But some of our students do not learn 


these things. These are the students who | Mentere 


hire some one to cram them full of informa- 
tion just before examinations, get some one 
to answer for them in the class rooms, and 
copy other students’ note books. These are 
the students who go out and impose them 
selves on the public as college graduates 
and whom the tax payers point to when the 


question of increased appropriations come 
up. Can the univ de blamed for 
these drones? 


Sometimes our universities hire tnstruc 
tors who are learning agriculture at the ex- 
pense of their pupils. The universities can 
hardly be blamed for this state of affaire for 
teachers have been hard to secure and our 
universities have expanded enormously in 
the past few years. As long as the salaries 
of men outside of the teaching profession 


are greater than those in the teaching pro- 


fession we will not have a surplus from 
which te choose our teachers. The salaries 
have been raised a little, it ig true, but in 
1919 the colored janitor in the agricultural 
building, with little preparation, was get- 
ting a larger salary than I was as assistant 
fessor in the College of Agriculture fol 
wing years of study and preparation. 
There are also

learn enough about agriculture to hold down 
the positions sought. There are some pro- 
fessors who care more for faculty meet- 
ings and their jobs than they do for agrt- 
culture and their students. This cannot 
be held against the universities, but the 
graduates in agriculture know who 
boarding professors are and when 
of them return to the farms they will clean 
up the universities, and in time may 
expect only professors who are really inter- 
ested in agriculture. 

Btatistics show that many boys in our 
universities are better prepared

“With inherited runtiness due to inferior 
breeding,” one stockman declared, “it does 
not pay. Other cases due to lack of proper 
feed may be raised with profit.” | 

Several dairymen explained that they | 
have had calves that were small at birth) 
which with good care and feed made very | 
good cows. Another breeder declares be- 
ing born small generally has little influence 
on size of animal at maturity if it bas 
proper notrjshment to maturity, but to de- 
velop into a high-class animal it must have 
good breed back of it, and to do this 
best we must use pure-bred sires that are 
good individuals with strong constitutions.” |

imadequate housing and care, 12.4 per cent;

2.9 per cent; accident, 1.0 per cent; other 
causes, 1.7 per cent.

PURPLE VETCH SEED 
GROWN IN NORTH. 


According to veports, apparently well 
authenticated, in the neighborhood of 2400 
acres of purple vetch is being grown this. 
year tor seea m Northwestern California 
for use in the orchards of the southern 
part of the State. The advantage of pur- 


ple vetch aa a green manure crop lies in 
the fact that it makes more growth during 


earlier than other legume crops. The 
project of growing seed in the northern 
counties of the State was largely brought, 
about through the efforts of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, which 
has taken a great deal of interest in plans 
for increasing the supply. of seed for this 
valuable crop. te 

Purple vetch was first brought to this 
country from Italy in 1899 and its advant- 
‘ages have been appreciated for a number 
of years, but it was not possible to intro- 
duce it extensively because of scarcity of 
seed. In the region where it was most 
valuable it has not been feasible to raise 
purple vetch seed in large quantities be- 
cause of climatic conditions. In the north, 
on the other hand, the seed can be grown 
successfully, but there the purple vetch is 
not in as great favor for forage as common 
vetch, which-is hardier and has become es- 
tablished in popularity. 9 

To make a bridge between the two geo- 
graphically distant localities has been the 
work of a number of years. It was first 
necessary to demonstrate the value of pur- 
ple vetch in the South, and afterward to 
induce northern farmers to substitute it to 
some extent for their customary crops. 
This latter was difficult, because purple 
vetch was not quoted on the market, and 
also because, where a sale was effected, 
farmers were tempted to sell their entire 
stock, reserving no seed to maintain or ex- 
tend the acreage. 

The assistance of the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange was enlisted, and last 
year 500 acres were grown under guaran- 
tee, a large portion of the yield being kept 
for seed. This year Northwestern Califor-

Program of the institute had to do 
entirely with the economic situation con- 
fronting the industry, notably means for 
holding production costs down, with a critt- 
cal examination of increases in production 
costs, together with a general review of the 
transportation situation as it is affecting the 
pocket books of the grower. 

George B. Hodgkin of the industrial re- 
lations department of the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange, in discussing the labor 
item as affecting production costs, demon- 
at rather conclusively that merely 
cutting wages does not necessarily reduce 
costs as it may and frequently does seri- 
ously reduce efficiency. He pointed out 
that an important consideration in cutting 
costs is through increasing the efficiency 
of labor by the providing of better living 
and working conditions. He also advo- 
cated widespread farmer-operated labor 
agencies for stabilizing the supply and pre- 
venting needless and wasteful competition. 

I. G. McBeth, manager of the 2700-acre 
Bastanchury citrus holdings at Fullerton. 
pointed out that the principal consbleration 
is cutting costs of production per box as 
against cost per acre. His plea was tor re- 
ducing orchard operations to the minfmum 
consistent with tree health and maximum 
cropping, to get the highest yields at the 
lowest possible per box cost. 

Harry Mamerel of the J. M. Riley Fruit 
Company, Covina, reviewed orchard essen- 
tials as he considered them, emphasizing 
individual tree attention, co-operative own- 
ership of orchard equipment, the use of 
labor-saving machinery, and co-operative 
fumigation. 

C. C. Teague, president of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange, covered the 
disastrous effects which the horizontal in- 
creases in freight rates is having on the, 
citrus industry, citing the history of 
freight rate lucreases, the fight the Call 
fornia Citrus League has been making for 
the growers and the development and pos- 
sibilities of water transportation. He 
brought the subject right down to date 
with the announcement of the rehearing 
which the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has granted the league.

or more growers, a musical program 
and entertainment being provided by the 
Whittier Chamber of Conmerce. Folluw- 
ing the banquet, G. Harold Powell, general 
manager of the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange, delivered an address on “Agri- 
cultural Co-operation,” in which he por- 
trayed the marketing situation faced by 
practically every organized branch of agri- 
culture, calling special attention to the par- 
ticularly fortunate situation of the walnut 
and citrus growers who have successfuliy 
marketed their .crops in the face of the 
general collapse in business. This, he de- 
clared to be due to these two organiza- | 
tions actually financing the distribution of 
their crops through eastern sales in quan- 
tities which the trade could absorb rather 
than forcing f.0.b. sales in California on a 
depressed money market. 

FUMIGATION SCHOOL. 


The intense interest taken by growers in 
pest control problems this season was 
shown by the attendance of over 500 at the 
fumigation and pest-control school. The 
morning session was devoted to fumigation. 
Horticultural Commissioner H. J. Ryan of 
Los Angeles county reported scale condi- 
tions generally as very bad, 


In discussing fumigation results of the past 
season as checked by him for Los Angeles 
county, he frankly admitted that through-

ability of improvements in applicators 


whereby the liquid gas can be vaporized 
outside the tent before being discharged 
and recommended the cyanofumer for tem- 
peratures below 50 de Fahrenheit. 
It was generally agreed that the pot meth- 
od is an antiquated practice, but it was 
pointed out that in view of the poor results 
with the liquid method which have ob- 
tained in some districts for the past two or 
‘hree years, growers have reason to look 
back with favor upon older and longer 
tested practices. For effective fumizcation 
Mr. Woglum urged the necessity of night 
inspection, exposures of not less than forty- 
five minutes, frequent testing of applica- 
tors, five to six strokes of the pump for 
each discharge, keeping the nozzle away 
from small trees, avoidance of wind, fumi- 
gation before irrigation, the employment 
and paying well of conscientious foremen 
and personal supervision on the part of 
the owner. 

Considerable hope for a solution of the 
problem of efficient fumigation at a cheaper 
cost was offered growers by Prof. H. J. 
Quayle of the Citrus Experiment Station, 
in his discussion of thé use of gas-tight’ 
tents, materials for the manufacture of 
which are now being developed by a num- 
ber of concerns. 

The afternoon program was devoted to 
the subjects of spray injury and red 
spider control. Reports on investigational 
work on effects of arsenical sprays on cit- 
rus trees were all in agreement that these 
sprays have injured the quality of the fruit 
through decreasing the acid content. Red 
spider control comment was to the effect 
that im the coast districts spraying and 
dusting are seldom necessary, particularly 
where scale control is effected by parasites 
or predators, for the reason that the nat- 
ural insect enemies of the red spider will 
usually keep it under control. Dusting and 
spraying were said to kill off the bene- 
ficial] insect enemies as well as the spider, 
so that when later generations of the 


spider appeared they were no longer held“ 


under natural control, necessitating fre- 
quent spraying or dusting. C. V. Newman 
of the San Joaquin Fruit Company, de- 
clared that control of the Argentine ant 
aided materially in stimulating natural con- 
trol of red spider. 

For the interior districts summer treat- 
ment was generally agreed upon as being 
far from satisfactory, it being suggested 
that growers might do well to examine for 
the presence or absence of the spider preda- 
tors before undertaking artificial control 
measures. Where not present, spraying 
or dusting must be done, although frequent- 
ty provir: ineffective under such condi- 
tions. Winter treatment with a cresolis 
spray was declared to be desirable on ac- 
count of the killing of the eggs which it 
effects. It was generally apparent, how- 
ever, that there is still much to be learned 
concerning the control of this pest which 
many growers testified they believed te be 
next to scale the most serious with which 
they have to deal.

| THE MODERN TYPES 


OF ROTARY PUMPS. | 


BY HERBERT A. SHEARER. 


The new rotary pumps are so different 
from the old ones that we must revamp 
our ideas in order to catch up with the im- 
provements. 

Modern rotary pumps are built on the 
same eccentric principle that was adopted 
many years ago, but the details of construc- 
tion have eliminated the old-time cylinder 
friction and wear that formerly caused so 
much grief, 0 

New oiling systems also have contributed 


New Rotary Pump. 
It is so constructed that the valves revolve 

‘without actually touching the polished 

surface of the cylinder, greatly reducing 

friction. Water enters and leaves from 

the top, the pump working either right 

or left. 
greatly in reducing friction, and the appll- 
cation of new power conveyors helps to in- 
crease efficiency, so that for certain pur- 
poses and up to their limit the new rotary 
pumps wofk very satisfactorily. 

Modern rotary pumps work at compara- 
tively slow speeds. They prime themselves 
and are automatically balanced, as liquids 
enter at the center and are discharged at 
the center, so there can be no side thrust. 

A good rotary pump will work up to @ 
pumping head of 100 feet. It will pump 
water for irrigation and for fire protection. 
It is recommended for use in fruit can- 


temperatures, and it will pump 
heavy oils or salt brines or refuse even 
though mixed with steam, air and gases. It 
is either right or left so the direction of 
power makes no difference.

A ban upon the importation of citrus 
fruite from Australia, Tasmania, and New 
Zealand, in an effort to prevent the intro- 
duction of the citrus canker into the Unit 
ed States, will be considered at a age 
hearing to be held at Washington by the 
Federal Horticultural Board, United States 
Department of Agriculture, July 19, 1921, at 
10 a.m, Any person interested in the 
posed quarantine may appear and be heard 
either in person or by attorney. 

The proposed step is the latest of a series 
of similar safeguards now in force for the 
protection of the citrus groves in this 
country. The disease, which is a dangerous 
one, ig not widely prevalent or distributed 
in this country. Its presence in other 
countries, however, particularly many parts 
of eastern and southeastern Asia, bas re- 
sulted in quarantine against citrus fruits 
from these infested parts. 

With the addition of Australia, Tasmania 
and New Zealand, the quarantine would be 
complete against India, Siam, Indo-China, 
China, the Malayan Archipelago, 
Philippines, Oceania, Japan, Formosa and 
the other islands adjacent to Japan, and 
the Union of South Africa. All citrus fruits 
from these places are excluded except or- 
anges of the Mandarin class, which are en- 
tered under permit.

NCIENT Roman bathrooms were mar- 
vels of elegance and beauty but even 
they didn't equal the modern Ameri- 
5 can bathroom in convenience and 
Sanitation. No other room in the house has 
a more continuous, universal or personal et- 
tec on the comfort of the entire household. 
If the people of the world are divided into 
two groups of those who take a cold bath 
every morning and those who do not, the 
former group is certainly the happier. 

In planning an al bathroom the follow- 
ing need special ( asideration—wallis, floor, 
fixtures, heating, lighting, ventilation and 
supply closets. 


Spotless and Clistening Must be 
All Bathroom Adjuncts. 


"HE walls and floor admit of several treat- 
ments, but possibly the most popular, al- 
though rather more expensive, finish is tile. 
It gives the appearance of spotless and glis- 
tening cleanliness and-reduces to the mini- 
mum the effort required to keep it in good 
order. This tile need not necessarily be 
white, as one most attractive room was done 
in light green tile and another in blue. Buff 
and terra cotta have also been used. As 
some one has said, it isn’t necessary to have 
the bathroom present the appearance of an 
operating-room in a hospital, although of 
course -this spotiess whiteness.is no draw- 
back. In fact, if the room is located on the 
side of the house where there is little sun- 


shine it is quite imperative to have white 


tiling. 

If the walls are plastered, they should be 
inted with a glossy paint, as heat and 
isture destroy the plaster. Sometimes the

covering. There are also glazed papers for 
the walls which come in white, light tones 
ef colors and tiling effects.
